IN COLD WEATHER 
___ 


“The colder the 
weather, 
the 
hotter the 
fires,” 
according 
to 
Percy Bugbee, general manager of 
the National Fire Protection 
As­ 
sociation. 
January piled up new 
cold weather records 
in 
many 
parts of the United 
States 
and 
Canada, and with the cold weather 
came an 
almost 
unprecedented 
number of fires from stoves, heat­ 
ers, furnaces, fireplaces, defective 
chimneys, sparks on roofs thaw­ 
ing water pipes, and other causes 
which 
take 
precedence 
during 
winter months. 
Prime cause of the 
increased 
number of fires, the 
N. F. P. A. 
points out, is the inadequacy of 
heating equipments, designed for 
milder weather, to operate safe­ 
ly under forced heating. 
This is 
particularly 
true of s c h o o l s , 
churches and other places of pub­ 
lic assembly, as well as 
homes. 
Heating equipment in such build­ 
ings has a bad record, even under 
normal conditions. 
In 
ordinary 
years, upwards of 80,000 fires have 
started from the unsafe condition 
of heating equipment. 
The record for January is 
in 
agreement with the experience of 
the past. 
Fiie losses always soar 
during the winter 
months, 
and 
whenever there has been a pro­ 
longed cold spell they have climb­ 
ed faster. The past month, which 
brought freezing temperatures to
